WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—Secre- 
tary of State Dulles warned the 
Soviet Union today that if it 
attacks Turkey, the United States 
will retaliate directly against the 
territory of the Soviet Union. 


A Russian attack on Turkey, 


he solemnly informed a news con- 


ference, “would not mean a pure- 
ly defensive operation by the 


United States with the Soviet 
Union a privileged sanctuary from 
which to attack Turkey.” 


The present situation, he noted, 
bears “‘some resemblance, which 
I personally perceive, to the 
period of the Korean War.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (P— 
Some U.S. scientists figured today 
there is a lot of life yet remaining 
in the Russian satellite and the 


rocket shell accompanying it 
around the earth. 


The rocket, said scientists at 
the Smithsonian Astrophysical Ob- 
servatory at Cambridge, Mass., 
has at least 100 days of life left 
while the satellite itself probably 
will remain aloft considerably 
longer. 

Longevity predictions of the 
Smithsonian scientists conflicted 
somewhat with the view of one 
government scientist who said 
last night the satellite might 
come down within a week.

A state health official estimated 
Wednesday there have been at 
least 1,000 cases of Asian influ- 
enza in Georgia. 

Dr. W. J. Murphy, the state 
epidemiologist, said that this was 
a conservative figure, and the ac- 
tual number of cases of the infec- 
tion may well be much higher. 

In the nation, the United Press 

reported that at least 12 persons 
had died in the past two days as a 
result of flu. Five of the deaths 
were children in a> Pennsylvania 
home for mentally retarded chil- 
dren. 
And in Atlanta, Municipal Judge 
Luke Arnold ordered release of 
prisoners at the city prison farm, 
in an attempt to stem an epidemic 
there. At least 75 of the 725 pris- 
oners have fever, and are suffer- 
ing from influenza.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 16 
(UP)—The Army withdrew half of 
its integration task force in Little 
Rock today, but announced, with- 
out explanation, that it was not 


going through with a plan to re- 
lieve the remainder of the force 
with new paratroopers. 

Nine giant 123C transports air- 
lifted about 500 men of the 10ist 
Airborne Division’s 327th Battle 
Group from Little Rock back to 
Fort Campbell, Ky. They arrived 
in Little Rock Sept. 24. 

Col. William A. Kuhn, com- 
mander of the 327th Battle Group, 
and Lt. Col. Paul A. Conlin, a 
spokesman for Maj. Gen. Edwin 
A. Walker, outlined plans to re- 
place the remaining 500 men with 
troops from the 502nd Battle 
Group of the 101st Division. 

Later, Walker’s headquarters 
announced that “There is no cur- 
rent plan” to replace members of 
the 327th Battle Group with 500 
men from the 502nd.

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Thanks Due Nixon 
For Talking Sense 


In a speech Tuesday night at San 
Francisco it fell the lot of Vice President 
Nixon to tell the GOP and the country 
some unwelcome news. And to his credit 
he made no effort to gloss over or mini- 
mize the importance of Russian scientific 
progress and the Sputnik as even the 
White House has been trying to do. 

Frankly, said Mr. Nixon, military 
strength must take priority over tax cuts. 
If we accept this fact, launching of the 
Soviet satellite may serve the cause of 
freedom but “only if we react strongly 
and intelligently to its implications.” 

The Russians have demonstrated, Mr. 
Nixon said, that they have developed the 
capacity to fire a missile a great number 
of miles. They also have shown they have 
developed great scientific and industrial 
capacity. 

The vice president also accepted a 
fact which the administration and most of 
the American people have been reluctant 
to admit. If the Communists take over 
Asia and Africa, the Kremlin will have 
assured its victory in the battle for world 
control. Loss of resources of those two 
continents, he correctly pointed out, would 


force the West “to surrender without fir- 


ing a shot.” 

The American people, however, cannot 
help wondering where Mr. Nixon was 
when the GOP began taking the risks with 
our defense program and foreign affairs 
from which the Sputnik rudely has jolted 
us. Somebody, indeed, has been guilty of 
putting budget politics ahead of national 
security and of not telling the people the 
truth. The administration must accept a 
large part of the responsibility. 

Meanwhile, the situation is serious. 
United States prestige has taken a deadly 
blow. Moscow is using its advantage to 
the hilt. The Reds threaten war in the Mid- 
die East and are using every propaganda 
device possible to impress upon the na- 
tions of Asia, Africa and Europe the fact 
of Russian strength and American weak- 
ness. 


Yesterday Secretary of State Dulles 
returned the compliment to the Soviet 
Union. He reminded Moscow of our alli- 
ance with Turkey and said that in event 
of attack upon her, the Soviets would not 
be a privileged sanctuary. 

There will be more of this bellicose 
talk and unless the United States main- 
tains at least equality in development of 
missiles, there probably will be war. 

While grateful to the vice president 
for talking sense, it is a bit late and should 
it go unheeded it very well might prove 
fatal.

City Prison Population 
Could Remain Slashed 


Judge Luke Arnold, in authorizing 
the release of all inmates at the city prison 
farm because of an influenza outbreak, 
revealed how overcrowded the place is. 

A number of prisoners were reported 
sleeping on the floor. There were more 
than 400 inmates in the Negro men’s 
section which has facilities for 300 at the 
most. 

Many of those at the prison come 
under the heading of habitual drunks. 
Their pattern is to serve their sentences 
and then return a few days later on an- 
other charge of drunkenness. 

The overcrowded condition adds 
weight to Judge James Webb's sugges- 
tion of a few months ago for creation of a 
clinic for alcoholics in a partially vacant 
building at the prison farm. Its aims 
would be to cure and rehabilitate, goals 
which Judge Webb proved could be at- 
tained in an experiment conducted with 
city prisoners at the state clinic. 

It would cost an estimated $45,000 to 
equip and operate a city clinic for a year. 
Judge Webb believes it could save tax- 
payers more than one million dollars an- 
nually by ending the present merry-go- 
round of arrests, trials and sentences. 

The situation now shows it’s time to 
move toward putting his proposal into 
effect.

New British Discovery 
May Dwarf the Sputnik 


British scientists apparently have 
achieved a triumph which makes “Sput- 
nik” take a definite second place. Though 
still in the testing stage, Queen Eliz- 
abeth’s scientists have discovered a 
process to control the fusing of atoms for 
peaceful industrial, even home, use. 

“Fusing” is the means by which the 
deadly hydrogen, or Hell-bomb, is pro- 
duced. To touch off such a weapon we, 
the Russians and British have been using 
the explosion of an atomic device to ob- 
tain the necessary heat for fusion ...a 
temperature beyond one million degrees. 

An atomic bomb, or any other re- 
lease of energy from the atom, is ob- 
tained by a process of splitting, or ex- 
ploding the atoms of uranium or plu- 
tonium. In fusion the particles are 
brought together. The British say they

successfully have fused the nuclei of a 


gas called “heavy” hydrogen. 

If so, they have brought us to a real 
revolution. The fusion method is simpler 
and much cheaper. With it we can pro- 
duce electricity, heat our homes, cook 
our meals in seconds, turn the wheels 
of factories and provide the world with 
all necessary energy. It will replace the 
need for oil, for example, save for lubri- 
cating purposes. It will, in time, power 
ships, automobiles and planes. 

Here is a triumph far greater and 
more meaningful than “Sputnik” inso- 
far as humanity is concerned. The British 
scientists have earned a grateful, world- 
wide, salute.

Missiles ‘Manhattan Project’ 


Should Be Started at Once 


The Russians have demonstrated a clear lead on the United 
States in the long-range missile business. That is the ominous signifi- 
cance of the artificial satellite that began sweeping around the earth 
a week ago, beeping steadily on the note of A-flat. And there is no 
sense in kidding ourselves about it. It is not just that they succeeded 
in getting their moon into the sky a few months ahead of ours. 


Even that is a serious propo- 
ganda defeat and the damage it 
will do to the reputation of the 
United States will not be repaired 
for a long time. But two other 
things are more significant than 
the propaganda effects: |The 
weight of the Russian satellite 
and the accuracy with which it 
was set into its orbit. 

This country’s Project Van- 
guard will put a satellite weigh- 
ing about 20 lbs. into the sky 
some time soon. The Russian 
satellite now up there weighs 184 
lbs. This doesn’t mean our scien- 
tists were foolish to design in 
terms of a smaller device—with 
the instrumentation planned for 
it, the Vanguard satellite will 
yield more scientific information 
than the Russians’ Sputnik. But 
it does mean that while we are 
designing a propulsion system for 
a laboratory device, the Russians 
have designed one capable of 
handling a military weapon. 

Moreover there was no guess 
work in the firing of the Soviet 


ballistic missile. 
This isn’t the time for soothing 


or 
tranquilizing editorials about the 
predestined success of the Amer- 


ican way of life over all chal- 
lengers. 


Obviously we now need a crash 
program to bring us even with 
the Russians in the science of 
rocketry—and, if possible, to put 
us ahead of them. In such a pro- 
gram we will have to forget 
about costs and concentrate on 
results. 

But such a program will do us 
no good unless we are prepared 
to ask and answer some thorough- 
ly disagreeable questions: 

Have we been spending enough 
on research—not just research on 
missiles but on broad scientific 
principles? It is basic research 
that opens the way for the great 
break-throughs. 

Can we afford the luxury of a 
Defense Department that is split 
into three disputatious parts with 
no real coordination among

to subordinate our defense pro- 
gram to a national policy that 


makes a fetish of price stability . weekend 


and fighting inflation?

LONDON—There are things that are not right 
here in Britain and in their private conversation 
at least the English do not hesitate to say so. If 


you were to put your finger on the one thing which gives Britons the 
gravest anxiety, it wouldn’t be the shaky pound or the dollar gap or 


even the painful fiasco of Suez. 

That more than half of the peo- 
ple living in the British Isles 
either want to get away from 
England or are not sure they 
want to remain. 

Emigration from Britain has 
been exceedingly high during the 
past several years. It is showing 
no sign of tapering off, The trend 
is still upward, A conservative of- 
ficial estimate is that at least 
200,000 Britons will have left the 
country this year by Dec. 31. 

Canada, Australia; New Zea- 
land, South Africa, Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland and the United States 
are the countries which most 
Britons are choosing in which to 
start a new life and make a new 
home. 

It is not the size of the emigra- 
tion which gives Britain its 
greatest . concern. 
enough in its consequences. What 
is more disturbing is that fully 
100 times as many people say 
they want to leave Britain as are 
able to leave. 

That reflects a massive national 
dissatisfaction with the life and 
future of Britain—an

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Nash Puts Unpaid Taxes 
In DeKalb at $136,000 


By OSCAR JOHNSON 
DeKalb County has $136,000 in unpaid 1956 property taxes, Tax 
Commissioner Fred Nash said Wednesday. 


Nash revealed the figure in ad- 
vance of an expected county 
probe of the unpaid tax situation. 
The probe would result from a 
charge of the June term of the 
grand jury that “‘sufficient ef- 
fort is not being made’’ to col- 
lect taxes, and “approximately 
$250,000 each year” is not col- 
lected on time. 


The tax commissioner said the 
grand jury’s statement is not 
correct, and that $250,000 is the 
total amount uncollected for the 
years 1950 through 1956. He added 
the $136,000 for 1956 is part of 
this total. 

A sotirce on the current grand 
jury said Wednesday that the 
group has requested Nash to fur- 
nish it certain figures related to 
the unpaid tax situation and “‘has 
not fully looked into it yet.” 

Commission Chairman Claude 
H. Blount said he would have 
nothing to say about the uncol- 
lected taxes until he receives the 
report of the grand jury. It was 
reported, however, that the com- 
mission is interested in deter- 
mining its responsibilities to see 
that county taxes get collected. 

The June grand jury said, 
“From the observation of this 


: committee and information fur- 


nished by the tax commissioner, 
it is apparent that sufficient ef- 
fort is not being made to effect 
the prompt collection of ad va- 
lorem taxes, especially taxes 
levied on personal property. .. . 
We recommend that taxes on 
real estate not be allowed to go 
uncollected for long periods of 
time after fi. fas. have been is- 
sued. ‘It was brought to the at- 
tention of the jury that accounts 
receivable representing uncol- 
lected property taxes amounts to 
approximately $250,000 each year 
and that some taxes remain un- 
paid for periods up to six years 
before efforts are made to sell 
the property taxed.” 

The previous grand jury said, 
“With reference to the delinquent 
taxes for the years 1950 through 
1956, inclusive, (Nash) is install- 
ing a new system effective im- 
mediately on a concerted effort 
and follow-up on the collection of 
these taxes, which we heartily 
recommend and endorse.” 

Nash said his office is working 
on collecting the unpaid taxes 
and will probably eventually col- 
lect almost the entire amount.

The officers said one of them 
sat at the soda counter of the 
store while Mrs. Huff made the 
purchase. They said she received 
from Soullier a_ cellophane- 
wrapped parcel containing the 
capsules. 


WRAPPED IN PAPER 


Hinson McAuliffe, assistant so- 
licitor, said the capsules were 
wrapped in paper taken from a 
package of crackers. 

Soullier denied that he sold the 
woman seconal. He said she 
came in and asked for aspirin. 


Judgé Bruce assessed a fine of 
$500 or a 12-month prison sen- 
tence, along with a six-month jail 
term on each of the counts, and 
set them to follow. Terms of the 
sentence call for Soullier to serve 
the terms if he violates the law 
again.

The study being conducted by 
missile officials in the Defense 
department, reflects the change 
in attitude toward space vehicles 
that was brought about by the 
Soviet Union’s successful launch- 
ing of man’s first earth satellite. 
Projects that had previously been 
dismissed as science fiction con- 
cepts now are receiving the most 
careful scrutiny.

U.S. Armed Forces Draw Cloak 
Of Secrecy About Satellite Project 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (P)—The military services have drawn 
a strict curtain of secrecy around the U.S. satellite program on 
grounds that any discussion of the project might be misinter- 


preted, it was disclosed today. 


Copies of the order, which went to all Army, Navy and Air 
Force rocket and satellite officers, were made available to re- 
porters by a House Government Information subcommittee 
headed by Rep. John E. Moss (D-Calif). 

The Defense Department recently denied that it had ordered 
the services to take such action. The copies showed, however, 
that all three services put out their orders on Oct. 9. 

The Navy, which has direct charge of the project, also issued 
a previous order Oct. 5—the day after the Russians launched 
Sputnik. It instructed officers to ‘‘avoid any speculation on mili- 
tary or political significance” of the Soviet feat.

This space platform is being 
advanced in particular by the 
Army, although the Air Force is 
also conducting a study on a 
reconnaissance satellite under the 
code name of Project Big Brother. 


Big Brother was a dictator in 
George Orwell’s novel, “1985.” 
He kept watch over his people 
through a ubiquitous television 
system. 


The Army proposal was outlined 
in general terms last year by Dr. 
Wernher Von Braun, the Ger- 
man rocket specialist who is 
technical director of the Army’s 
ballistic missile program. 

In a speech before the annual 


meeting of the U.S. Army Assn., 
Dr. Von Braun said that by scal- 


tion from any area of the globe 
and transmit it to receivers 
while over friendly territory.” 

The idea of shooting a rocket 
or satellite around the moon has 
been advanced by rocket special- 
ists and astronauts in the past. 
But it has never been seriously 
considered by the defense depart- 
ment previously. 

While the 240,000-mile trip to 
the moon seems completely fu- 
turistic, missile experts are con- 
vinced that it does not represent 
as great a technological jump as 
placing an object in orbit around 
the earth. By increasing the thrust 
of the rocket-launching device, it 
would be possible to have an ob- 
ject keep going into space and 
orbit around the moon, it is felt. 

The first step toward a rocket 
trip to the moon is already under 
way in the Air Force’s Project 
Farside. As a starter, the Air 
Force this fall has been attempt- 
ing to shoot six research rockets 
from balloons to record altitudes 
of up to 4,000 miles from Eniwe- 
tok Island in the Pacific. 

The Air Force said that ex- 
tremely low temperatures encoun- 
tered at high altitudes had had 
“adverse effects” on the balloons. 
In two cases the rockets were 
fired without success. The other 
two rockets were not fired and 
fell into the ocean. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 16 (#—The news- 
paper Soviet Fleet said today that 
dog pioneers in space travel had 
been rocketed successfully to a 
distance of 130 miles in space. 

Previous reports of experimen- 
tal flights with rockets carrying 
dogs mentioned altitudes of up to 
62 miles. 

The paper said the latest experi- 
ments did not affect the behavior

$2 Million in

A decline of more than two 
million dollars in the amount of 
construction done in  unincor- 
porated Fulton County during the 
past nine months, as compared 
to a similar 1956 period, has been 
reported by Building Inspector 
Guy Eaves. 

Permits were issued for 714-jobs 
valued at $7,321,509 during the 
first three quarters of this year, 
compared to 749 permits for con- 
struction valued at $9,475,950 
which were issued during the 
first nine months of 1956, Eaves 
said. 

The inspector said construction 
also fell off during September as 
compared to August. There were 
79 permits for $694,200 worth of 
buildings issued in September, 
against 66 permits for $798,449 in 
buildings issued in August.

A Difficult Name

The hemerocallis is a foolproof flower. 
It grows everywhere and for everybody who is 
interested enough to plant it at any time of the year. 


How a flower handicapped 
with such a long name has be- 
come so popular is interesting. 
In the first place, hemerocallis 
is a good name, if you happen 
to speak Greek. For in that 


language it means “beautiful 
for a day.” 
But, like everything else, 


there are changes made. Now 
everybody refers to them as 
daylilies. 

SUN OR SHADE 


They grow in sun or shade. 
They grow in poor or rich soil 
and they live indefinifely. They 
are very prolific in Georgia, 
especially in Valdosta where 
thousands are grown and where 
thousands of members of the 
National Hemerocallis Society 
gathered for a convention sev- 
eral years ago. 


The Georgia Hemerocallis So- 
ciety is one of the largest of 
the state floral organizations, 
and its members all claim 
prize-winning bulbs. 

Mrs. T. E. Tolleson is a fine 
example. She has hundreds in 
her garden and at one show 
here she won every trophy and 
top ribbons with her entries.

Mrs. Tolleson was re-elected 
president of the Georgia Hem- 
erocallis Society at the recent 
dinner meeting here at which 
time Dr. Dale V. Sweet of the 
department of horticulture at 
the University of Georgia spoke 
on “Fertilization of Daylilies.” 

Clyde Carter of Valdosta, also 
many times a winner with his 
flowers, was named first vice 
president. 

In addition to his daylil¥ cul- 
ture, Mr. Carter’s contribution 
to the Georgia floral scene is 
one of special interest at this 
season of the year. He makes 
clever arrangements by using 
dried and discarded materials.

Assignment 


America 


All of last year Atlanta and America in general and North 
Fulton High and a northside family in particular were host to an 
exceptionally bright, attentive, inquisitive young visitor—Erik 
Pakarinen, of Finland. 

Erik came to Atlanta to go to school on an American Field 
Service scholarship and lived in the home of Mr. and Mrs. Stephen 
Bean, of 4968 Long Island Dr., NW. I felt a proprietary interest in 
Erik because he told me that Mr. and Mrs. Bean first read here of 
the American Field Service’s efforts to find Atlanta families to 
take in foreign students and conversations I had with him over a 
period of months were among the most enjoyable and illuminating 
in my life. 

' His knowledge of the history of his own country was, of course, 
impressive. But what stunned my children and me was his under- 
standing of our history and his knowledge of our literature, all re- 
vealed not in a cocky, brash, know-it-all manner but with exquisite 
courtesy and gentle humor. We learned about our land and our 
world from Erik and we hated to see his time among us end. 


Now Erik is back in Finland and I was privileged to see a copy 
of his account of his adventures here the other day. It’s a carefully 
written nine-page document called “Assignment America—An 
Exchange Student Looks at the United States” and Erik sent a copy 
of it to Bill Williams, a fellow North Fulton student and one of his 
best friends here. 


He told of his really extensive travels in this country—hiking in 
the Great Smoky Mountains, sailing along the coast of Maine, 
canoeing in northern Minnesota, swimming on the beach at Sea 
island, seeing the prosperous farms of Illinois and Wisconsin, sight- 
seeing in New York and Washington, ‘“‘a city that carries out not 
only the architecture of ancient Athens but also the greatest idea 
of Greece and mankind, Democracy.” 


“These things do not make up America,”’ he concluded. ‘““These 
things only make up a beautiful but soulless shell. The soul of 
America is found amongst her people. The most wonderful people 
I have met in the United States are my American family, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bean, their charming daughters, Diana and Becky, and 
their son, Steve. Never a second did I feel like a guest in their 
home; from the first I felt like a member of the family.” 

He tells of the fun and the family outings and he adds: ‘‘My 
home is in Finland, but I have left part of my heart with the 
Beans. I will always remember my American home with nos- 
talgia.”’ 


But Erik’s report, painstakingly and honestly written, isn’t 
unalloyed praise. He is puzzled by segregation which he calls ‘‘in 
the eyes of the outside world, a black spot on the shield of the 
United States.”” He wonders if the independence of American teen- 
agers and the loosening of family ties doesn’t deprive the young of 
the good advice and help of the old. He is concerned by a report 
given to the National Education Assn. that many American stu- 
dents consider courses like history, geography, art and music ‘“‘un- 
necessary.” 


The emphasis on extra-curricular activities in the schools was 
pleasant, he thought, but he wonders if it ‘‘possibly causes an un- 
realistic popularity contest. The more clubs you belong to, the 
more successful you are considered to be. I think there are many 
brilliant students with special interests or abilities who are not re- 
spected because they might not easily adjust to the standard so- 
ciety.”” 


He liked the aid American schools give to athletics—the 
coaches, the regular practice, cheerleaders, pep rallies and bands. 
He was impressed by the religious interest of Americans and the 
frank and open-minded discussion of religion, in contrast to Finland 
where religion is “‘considered to be an extremely personal thing.”’ 

But his first and last impression of the country as a whole was 
its friendjiness—‘‘the refreshing friendliness,”’ he called it. 

“T have to try to pay back all the friendliness I have received 
in the United States,” he finished. “Although my native country is 
my beloved Finland, I will always say .. . ‘I like you, America.’ ”’
